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Fire levels hay plant

A devastating fire, out of control within 
minutes, destroyed Didsbury's newest industry 
Friday night. 

Feeding on the dry timbers of a 40-year-old 
building and equally dry hay, flames quickly 
swept through a two-month-old hay processing 
plant operated by Midwest Agri in the former 
Didsbury Auction Market east of town. 

Miraculously, said fire fighting officials, no 
one was injured. 

Damage was estimated at $1.5 million by 
plant manager Ian Hopfe of Didsbury. 

More than 30 people are without work (33 
full-time and one part-time), at least temporarily. 
Hopfe said new equipment could be in place 
and the plant up and running again in two 
weeks if a suitable facility can be found. 

Between 250 and 300 tons of hay were 
destroyed, he said. Another 200 tons were 
smoke-damaged. 

Fire departments from Didsbury, Olds and 
Carstairs battled the blaze after the call came in 
at 6:45 p.m. from one of the plant workers. 


Didsbury fire chief Gary Halfyard said the 
south section of the building, which housed the 
plant's processing machinery "was already 
down when we got there . . . and it probably 
wasn't any more than five minutes before the 
whole structure was fully involved." 

Firefighters had no chance to subdue the 
fast-moving flames, concentrating their efforts 
on protecting nearby properties and tons of hay 
stored outside the burning structure. 

"Given the nature of the product, it just 
burned very quickly," said Halfyard. 

A seven-member shift was working at the 
plant when the fire started. 

Halfyard said 20 minutes before the fire 
started, the crew had been cutting pipe in a 
room adjoining the processor, before taking a 
coffee break. 

A piece of the hot metal apparently came in 
contact with some of the hay, causing the fire, 
Halfyard said. 

"The cause of the fire was purely 
accidental," the chief added. "It was not of a 
suspicious nature and as far as we're concerned 


there is no need for any further investigation." 

Firefighters stayed on the scene overnight 
with the last crew leaving at 10 a.m. Saturday, 
although they returned at other times during the 
weekend to contend with still-smoldering hay in 
the yard. 

Midwest Agri, a U.S.-based firm, had been 
operating the plant since December, leasing the 
building from Calgary Stockyards Ltd. The latter 
had purchased the building in 1990, briefly 
operating part of their cattle auction business at 
the site. 

Hopfe said the building and its contents 
were fully insured. 

Although there were no hydrants in the 
area. Halfyard said: "At no time were we out of 
water. We had three units continuously getting 
water [in town] and quickly getting back to the 
site." 

The chief added that the biggest loss was the 
jobs that went up in smoke. "Losing 30 jobs is 
just devastating for a town this size," he said.

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Plant will be back, vows manager

The manager of the Dids- 
bury hay processing plant 
wiped out in a Friday fire, said a 
new plant could be up and run¬ 
ning again in as little as two 
weeks. 

"The equipment can be lin¬ 
ed up and here in two weeks if 
we can find a facility," said Ian 
Hopfe. "We'd like to be here in 
the Didsbury area but it will de¬ 
pend on what's available." 

The search for a suitable 
building was to start Monday 
morning after a meeting with 
the 34 workers employed by 
the plant, Hopfe said. 

If a suitable buiiding can't 
be found to house the equip¬ 
ment, which compresses round 


Hopfe said he had left the 
plant just moments before the 
fire started. "The drive home is 
about 10 or 15 minutes and 
when I got there my wife was 
standing on the porch telling 
me the place was on fire. It was 
basically gone in 10 or 15 
minutes." 

The plant opened in De¬ 
cember, primarily because of 
the good timothy hay grown in 
the area. The product was for 
export to japan. 

While the building and its 
contents were "fully insured," 
said Hopfe, he was most grate¬ 
ful none of the workers or fire¬ 
fighters were injured.

"I hope the town will help 
look after [the workers] until 
we're up and going again," he 
said. "Considering the current 
economic situation, this was 
providing a great opportunity, 
especially for young people. 
Two-thirds of the people work¬ 
ing here were young people." 

The plant foreman and of¬ 
fice manager will be kept on 
the payroll until future direc¬ 
tion is determined, he added. 

If a decision is made to 
build a new facility, Hopfe said 
he would prefer to see it built in 
the Didsbury area. "A lot of

On J anuary 9 Premier Don 


Getty and Dick Johnston, Provin¬ 
cial Treasurer, announced the 
figures for the Government of 
Alberta's major grants for the 
programs delivered by the 
Departments of Health, Educa¬ 
tion, Advanced Education and 
Municipal Affairs for 1992-93. 

Local authorities across Al¬ 
berta will receive an increase of 
$174 million in 1992-93 for the 
major operation grants. These 
organizations received a total of 
$5.0 billion from the Government 
of Alberta in 1991-92 The major 
operating' grants provided to 
these local authorities represent 
over 40 per cent of the money 
spent on programs in the 
province 


The Government of Alberta 
will maintain its commitment, 
announced last year, that hos¬ 
pitals, nursing homes and local 
health units will receive a four 
per cent base grant rate increase 
for the 1992-93 fiscal year Health 
institutions have responded in a 
very positive manner to the 
government's new multi-year 
commitment and will be guaran¬ 
teed a further grant rate increase 
of 2.5 per cent for the 1993-94 
fiscal year. 

Operating grants to schools 
and post-secondary institutions 
will increase by three per cent in 
1992-1993. Grants to municipali¬ 
ties under the Alberta Partner¬ 
ship Transfer program will 


increase by 2.5 per cent in the 
upcoming fiscal year Funding 
provided by municipalities via 
the Grant-in-Lieu of Taxes pro¬ 
gram will increase by nearly $3 
million, to $47 million, in 
1992-93 

We expect inflation to be 
about 2.5 per cent in Alberta in 
1992. Over the last three months, 
prices in Alberta have on average 
fallen by 0.6 per cent. Neverthe¬ 
less, and despite weak energy 
markets, our grant rate adjust¬ 
ments for health and education 
will still be greater than the 
expected rate of inflation. More¬ 
over, with inflation abating, local 
authorities should face less 
pressure for salary and other cost 


increases. With their coopera¬ 
tion, the Government of Alberta 
will be able to maintain the 
standards of programs in our 
province. 

This government has the 
best, most responsible, expendi¬ 
ture management record in the 
country. These latest grant rate 
increases are aimed at weather¬ 
ing the current tough economic 
times while continuing our 
commitment to provide programs

Recently in Ottawa it was 
announced that Canada would 
endorse the Multilateral Trade 
Negotiations Proposals tc 
strengthen Patent Protection for 
the pharmaceutical industry. 

Since the Government im¬ 
proved Patent Protection for 
drugs four years ago, increases in 
the price of patented drugs have 
been kept below the increase in 
Consumer Price Index. 

We believe that it is of the 


utmost importance that the 
Federal Government continue to 
play a role in Canada's Health 
Care System, and I can assure 
you this will include reasonable 
drug prices. 

The Hon Benoit Bouchard 
went on to say "That the Federal 
Government will continue work¬ 
ing with Provincial and Territori¬ 
al Health Ministers to keep 
Health Care affordable for 
Canadians. We Recognize that 
managing our costs effectively is 
a priority." The Ministers will 
meet on J anuary 27 to discuss a 
process whereby we can work 
together to keep drug prices fair 
Our experience following the 
1987 Patent Act has shown us 
that this can be accomplished 

The Minister also stated that 
Canadians want more and better 
medicines treatment for the 
diseases that afflict our society. 
He believes that the new 
government position on Patent 
Protection for pharmaceuticals 
will contribute to that goal. 

Many of you will be 
wondering why the Government 
should consider these changes at 


a time when costs are so high 
How can the Government consi¬ 
der eliminating compulsory li¬ 
censing under such circum¬ 
stances. 

Health Care costs are not 
soaring because of drug prices. 
Drug costs represent only 6% of 
the total Health Care bill. 
F urthermore the prices of Patent¬ 
ed Drug Products are increasing 
at a lower rate than the 
Consumer Price Index. Stronger 
Patent Protection does not 
necessarily lead to higher drug 
prices if an adqeuate price 
control system is in place. Prior 
to changes in the Patent Act in 
1987 Canadians were also of the 
belief that prices for generic 
drugs would increase because it 
would take longer for generic 
drugs to reach the marketplace. 
The record has shown that this 
has not happened We will not let 
the Patented Drug Industry 
increase prices without controls. 
The Minister of Health and 
Welfare Benoit Bouchard stated 
clearly that the Government is 
committed to keeping drug prices 
reasonable for all Canadians.

Didsbury opposed to proposed 
boundary change 


The town of Didsbury has 
joined the town of Olds in voic¬ 
ing its objection to recent pro¬ 
posed changes in Alberta's 
electoral boundaries, pertain¬ 
ing to the Olds-Didsbury con¬ 
stituency. 

Town council voted to go 
on record as opposed to the 
changes and will make repre¬ 
sentation to a public hearing on 
the proposals. That hearing is 
set for Feb. 25 at Duncan Mar¬ 
shall Place in Olds College. 

Olds-Didsbury MLA Roy 


Brassard earlier expressed his 
opposition to the proposed 
changes which would separate 
Olds and Didsbury, making 
Didsbury part of a new riding 
with northwest Calgary, and 
leaving Olds as part of a far- 
flung Olds-Rocky Mountain 
House constituency. 

The current boundaries, set 
in 1963, essentially follow the 
county boundary. 

The proposed changes 
would make for "a bad mix," 
Brassard commented earlier, 


and would make for "an 


quality of life in every com¬ 
munity.

That trend is evident in 
1991's prices.

cwt By the final week of 1991, 
the average was $69 96 The 
weighted average annual steer 
price for Alberta Direct Sales was 
$78 41 in 1991, compared to the 
record high of $84 33 in 1990 
The last time Canfax steer prices 
averaged below $80 for a year 
was in 1986, when the steer price 
averaged out at $75.58 

While 1992 began with 
higher cattle prices in both local 
and U S markets Gietz says the 
extremely weak beef market in 
December doesn't leave room for 
a large rally this winter Gietz is 
predicting an average slaughter 
steer price of $73cwt through 
January and $75 in February

Icy roads blamed for accidents

A light snowfall early Friday morning turned parts of 
Highway 2 near Carstairs icy, causing two accidents about 30 
minutes apart. 

The first occurred one kilometre south of the Carstairs 
overpass when a 1988 Mercury went out of control and into 
a spin when it was struck by a semi-trailer, said Sgt. Daryl 
Waterman of Airdrie RCMP Freeway Patrol.

The second accident occurred at 8:45 a.m. when a half¬ 
ton hauling a fifth wheel went out of control on the icy road 
surface, went into the median and flipped on its side. It too, 
was northbound, said Sgt. Waterman. 

The driver was from Calgary. 

"There was very extensive damage but luckily no in¬ 
juries," he said. 

The second accident, to which Didsbury's fire depart¬ 
ment was called, happened about four kilometres south of 
the overpass.

Lock up , say RCMP 


Auto thefts up 50 per cent in Olds 


Motorists in the Olds area 
are being warned to lock their 
vehicles around town. 

Corporal Dwayne Skappick 
from the Olds RCMP detach¬ 
ment has just received statistics 
showing the number of auto 
thefts rising 47 per cent over 
last year. "That takes in any¬ 
thing and everything from half¬ 
ton trucks to cars to even ski- 
doos,” Skappick explains. "The 
problem isn't just isolated to 
the urban centres anymore." 

Why Olds? On the whole, 
Skappick blames easy access. 
"For the most part, it's things 
like keys being left in the igni¬ 
tion, and open vehicle doors. It 
makes it easy for anyone to 
come along and just drive off." 

Skappick says in town, 
many of the thefts are re¬ 
covered a short time following 
the complaint. "There are cases 
where a group of indivi¬ 
duals are stealing these vehicles 
and selling them, but for the 
most part, cars and trucks are 
being stolen for transporta¬ 
tion—to simply get from point A 
to point B. After that, they're 
just dumped in some ditch and 
generally recovered." 

In most cases, thieves after 


ski-dooes are of the more 
polished variety. "These peo¬ 
ple usually know the value of 
what they're after and are more 
willing to take greater risks to 
get the more expensive kinds of 
recreational vehicles. That's 
why people should always take 
time to lock them securely in 
their garages whenever possi¬ 
ble." 

Unfortunately, some pre¬ 
cautions just don't work when 
you're up against the more re¬ 
sourceful thief. "There are peo¬ 
ple just waiting for an oppor¬ 
tunity to take advantage of, and 
hiding keys in glove boxes or 


under floor mats just doesn't 
work ... a good thief knows 
where to look.” 

With all the bad press auto 
thefts are receiving lately, 
however, there are some more 
promising statistics being 
siphoned through. "Our in¬ 
cidence of rural vehicle thefts 
from places like Torrington and 
Wimbourne is way down from 
last year, for example, by about 
58 per cent," Skappick adds. 
Along with that is the fact that 
the total motor vehicle theft 
recovery rate is also on the 
climb. 


According to RCMP, the 
biggest problems aren't with 
the thieves themselves, but 
with the owners. "We wouldn't 
have near the number of vehi¬ 
cle thefts reported if people 
would just take time to think."

Sundre ambulance has good response record

While rural living may 
mean sacrificing some of the 
amenities of city life, it's 
reassuring to know that emer¬ 
gency medical services isn't 
one of them. The emergency 
medical services provided by 
Sundre is some of the best 
available anywhere. 

Dr. Jim Thompson, Medical 
Director of Sundre Ambulance, 
however, believes it could be 
improved if people understand 
it better. 

Sundre Ambulance covers 
some 800 square kilometers 
and Sundre General is a fully 
equipped trauma and emergen¬ 
cy life support facility. Ninety- 
eight per cent of the 250 - 300 
annual calls have an average of 
less than 8 minutes in-town and 
less than 20 minutes for rural 
site response time. 

"That's as good a response 
time average as the City of 
Calgary," says Dr. Thompson, 
"it's incredible considering the 
attendants aren't sitting in the 
ambulance waiting for a call." 

Despite this excellent re¬ 
sponse record, many people 
believe an ambulance takes too 
long to arrive. Mr. John Rose, 
Sundre Ambulance Manager, 
believes this is a universal 
problem because time is ac¬ 
celerated in an emergency 


situation and five minutes 
seems more like twenty. 

But he also feels it's due to 
a misconception about am¬ 
bulance service, particularly in 
the rural areas. It's a mis¬ 
conception he'd like to see 
cleared up. 

"It often leads people to 
transport patients by private 
vehicle and that can sometimes 
cause complications," Rose 
says, "too often we see pa¬ 
tients, particularly children, 
jeopardized because people 
think it's faster to drive 
themselves." 

The presence of the STARS 
ambulance has added to the 
misconception. People believe 
the helicopter can get to the 
scene much faster and are 
angry when it isn't dispatch¬ 
ed. 

In reality, for the Sundre 
area, it is a 23 minute flight 
from Calgary and an average of 
8 minutes to get the crew and 
chopper airborne. "If a doctor 
is dispatched with the helicop¬ 
ter, you can add another 15 to 
20 minutes," says Dr. Thomp¬ 
son. "Our ground service can 
be there in 16 to 20 minutes or 
less, even with a doctor on 
board." 

"There are 'grey zones' in 
our dispatch area, around 
Cremona for example, where 


STARS might provide faster ad¬ 
vanced life support care," 
Thompson explained. 

He also believes STARS is 
indispensable in situations 
where access by ground is 
limited or where very special 
services, not available locally, 
are required by a patient. 

Sundre's response time can 
be partially credited to the 
Code system they have. Code 3 
or 4 will have the on-call 
Emergency Medical Technician 
at the ambulance bay and roll¬ 
ing in minutes. 

"It's not without its prob¬ 
lems though," comments Dr. 
Thompson. One of the biggest 
problems is dispatching. "Our 
greatest difficulty is com¬ 
munication. The average per¬ 
son doesn't understand the am¬ 
bulance system and when they 
are confronted with a medical 
emergency, they don't want to 
answer questions, they just 
want the ambulance there," 
Thompson explains. 

He also sees people hesi¬ 
tating to call the local am¬ 
bulance in "borderline" cases 
believing that rural hospitals are 
inadequate care facilities. 

"We've heard of cases 
where parents have taken their 
children into the Foothills for 
treat-ment," he commented. 
People often believe they wili 


be transferred anyway so they 
might as well drive themselves. 
Unfortunately a lot of things 
can happen in the hour or 
more it takes to get there. 

Dr. Thompson would like 
people to understand that Sun¬ 
dre Hospital is a full trauma and 


emergency life support facilty. 
"A full 97% of emergency pa¬ 
tients are treated right here with 
only 3% being transferred 
because we lack the specializ¬ 
ed equipment only the larger 
centres can afford."

Crossing guards going to work next week 


By Peter Crosby 

Two crossing guards will be 
hired to improve safety for 
school children at two hazard¬ 
ous Carstairs intersections. 

The two guards are expect¬ 
ed to start work the first week in 
February, said Frank Penny, a 
member of Hugh Sutherland 
School's Parent Advisory Coun¬ 
cil safety committee. 

The safety committee 
sought applications for the posi¬ 
tions after a Carstairs school 
trustee, Susan Denischuk, rais¬ 
ed concerns about safety dur¬ 
ing a board of education meet¬ 


ing last year. 

Funding for the positions 
will be split 50/50 between the 
town and county. 

The two adult guards will 
work in both the morning and 
afternoon—before and after 
school—at the intersection of 
Highway 2A, east of the railway 
tracks, and at the intersection 
west of the tracks, 10th Avenue 
and Goff Road. 

At present only the inter¬ 
section east of the tracks at 
Highway 2A has the luxury of a 
school patrol which works 
afternoons only.

Although there have been 
no serious accidents at these in¬ 
tersections, it was felt the addi¬ 
tion of adult crossing guards 
would ensure this unblemished 
record continues. 

"There'll be some training 
and coordination with the 
school patrol," said Penny. 
"We're hoping the additions 
will add to the safety factor." 

While the town and county 
are sharing the costs of these 
positions, it was left to the com¬ 
mittee to select the successful 
applicants. 

The committee is also 
working on other innovations 
to improve safety in the area. 
Attempts are being made to in¬ 
stall guard rails in the area of 


railway crossing, to guide 
students in the same path, and 
to widen the sidewalk east of 
the tracks. 

In addition, the county is 
looking at improving the ser¬ 
vice road which runs in front of 


the school, to help improve 
traffic flow. 

"Safety is basically an at¬ 
titude of the mind," said Pen¬ 
ny. "We're trying to improve 
the environment to help in this 
regard.

Vocational programs expanding 


‘If they had this when I was going to school. I probably wouldn't have become a teacher,’ 
—Dave Epp. County of Mountain View schools vocational education coordinator.

A successful vocational 
education program launched in 
County of Mountain View 
schools four years ago is on the 
verge of expansion. 

Dave Epp, a long-time, self- 
confessed car nut, who teaches 
auto mechanics and autobody 
theory in the classrooms of all 
five county high schools, said 
he's excited the program is 
planning to expand to welding. 

"We're hoping to have it 
[welding] approved next Tues¬ 
day [Jan. 28]," Mr. Epp said in 
an interview last week. 

Mr. Epp, who has taught 
and been a principal in the 
County of Mountain View 
school system for the past 24 
years, says taking over the 
vocational education program 
in 1990, has been one of the 



most positive experiences of his 
teaching career. 

"The thing I like about it is 
that the students are so 
motivated," he said. "There's 
no problem getting them to put 
in extra hours. If you tried to 


add a 4 p.m. math class [for the 
general school population], 
you'd have a revolt on your 
hands." 

On average, between 24 
and 30 students a year enrol in 
the vocational education pro¬ 
grams for boys. There is also a 
beauty culture program for girls 
that is gaining popularity and 
there are plans for a food ser¬ 
vices program. 

Mr. Epp said the programs 
are useful and necessary. 

"We've got to get away 
from this idea that an academic 
education is for everyone. It's 
not. 

"With only 20 per cent of 
the school population having 
the marks for university, what 
happens to the other 80 per 
cent? 


"If they had this when I was 
going to school, I probably 
wouldn't have become a teach¬ 
er." 

While he takes turns at 
each of the schools in Dids- 
bury. Olds, Sundre, Carstairs 
and Cremona, one day a week, 
the students get their practical 
experience in a number of deal¬ 
erships and service garages 
which have been outstanding 
in their contributions to the 
program, he said. 

In some cases, these em¬ 
ployers have been so impressed 
with the students, it's lead to 
steady employment. 

At present, 19 businesses 
are registered in the program. 

"A lot of students make a 
very good impression at the job 
site and they realize that they'll 
get all the help available, but 


that they have to work, that this 
is not a pushover," said Mr. 
Epp. 

Many go on to courses at 
NAIT or SAIT, with the high 
school program providing a 
good incentive. 

Mr. Epp succeeded Brian 
Large in overseeing the pro¬ 
gram and he credited his pre¬ 
decessor with laying sound 
groundwork for its successful 
continuation. 

In his spare time, Mr. Epp 
loves to tinker with cars, works 
as an appraiser for H & R Pon¬ 
tiac in Olds, "doodles" and 
"farms a little on the side."
